Bill Not a 
Quick Fix 

Bush signs massive measure 
as oil price hits record high 

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. I As crude oil prices hit 
a new high Monday, President Bush signed 
a bill that will give billions in tax breaks to 
encourage homegrown energy production but 
won’t quickly reduce high gasoline prices or 
U.S. dependence on foreign oil. 

“This bill is not going to solve our energy 
challenges overnight,” Bush said in a speech 
shortly before he signed the 1,724 -page bill 
at the Sandia National 
Laboratories. 

In the near term, the 
legislation will extend 
daylight-saving time by 
one month beginning in 
2007, give tax breaks to 
drivers who buy cars with 
fuel- efficient technologies 
and try to jump-start the construction of new 
nuclear power plants. 

Supporters say that in the long run, the 
new law will refocus U.S. energy priorities 
and promote cleaner and alternative sources 
of energy. Environmental groups and other 
opponents say the bill amounts to a gift to 
energy companies that does nothing new to 
promote renewable energy. 

The bill’s price tag — $12.3 billion over 

10 years — is twice what the White House 
had first proposed. It does not include Bush’s 
desire to open the Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge in Alaska to oil exploration. 

Shortly before Bush signed the law, crude

Viewers, Friends Mourn Jennings 


Veteran ABC anehor 
hailed for curiosity, 
cool on-air demeanor 

NEW YORK I Friends and colleages 
of Peter Jennings saluted the vet- 
eran ABC News anchor Monday, 
a day after the urbane Canadian- 
born broadcaster died of lung can- 
cer at the age of 67.

Rather, appearing on ABC’s 
“Good Morning America,” noted 
that beneath Jennings’ polished 
exterior was a fierce competitor. 
“If Peter was in the area code, I 
didn’t sleep,” Rather said. 

Jennings was wherever the big 
story was. He logged more than 60 
hours on the air during the week of 
the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist attacks, 
offering a soothing sense of conti- 
nuity during a troubled time.

“There are a lot of people who 
think our job is to reassure the pub- 
lic every night that their home, their 
community and their nation is safe,” 
he told author Jeff Alan.

of history. Some days it’s reassuring, 
some days it’s absolutely destruc- 
tive.”

‘We re going to land

CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. I Lowclouds 
kept shuttle Discovery and its crew 
of seven from making their much- 
anticipated return to Earth, and 
NASA vowed to bring the space- 
craft down Tuesday in Florida, 
California or possibly even New 
Mexico. 

The delay disappointed the astro- 
nauts’ families, who were waiting 
at Kennedy Space Center for their 
loved ones’ return after nearly two 
stressful weeks in orbit. 

It is the first shuttle flight since 
Columbia’s catastrophic re-entry in 
2003, and the mission experienced 
a series of problems that required 
emergency spacewalk repairs and 
constant engineering analysis. 

More cloudy weather was expect- 
ed at Kennedy Space Center on 
Tuesday with a chance of rain, but 
it remained NASAs first choice for an 
early morning touchdown. Edwards 
Air Force Base in California’s Mojave 
Desert was the next choice, followed 
by the White Sands Missile Range in 
New Mexico, the absolute last resort. 

“We’re going to land one way 
or another, one place or another,” 
NASA Administrator Michael 
Griffin insisted, “and all we’re talk-

Detractors say move 
will lead to snags in

WASHINGTON | The nation will 
have an additional four weeks of 
daylight-saving time beginning in 
2007. Some people are cheering 
while others worry. 

The energy law signed by 
President Bush on Monday calls for 
daylight-saving time to begin three 
weeks earlier, on the second Sunday 
in March, and be extended by a week 
to the first Sunday in November. 

Sponsors of the proposal say it 
will save energy because people 
won’t have to turn their lights on

Iran Restarts Key Nuclear Facility 


Despite threats of U.N. 
sanetions, Tehran puts 
Isfahan back to work 

ISFAHAN, IRAN I Iran Stepped up its 
confrontation with the West over its 
nuclear program, restarting work 
at a uranium conversion facil- 
ity Monday in a move the United 
States and Europe have warned 
will prompt them to seek U.N. 
sanctions. 

The resumption strikes a blow 
at European efforts to persuade 
Iran to rein in a program that 
Washington says is intended to 
develop nuclear weapons. Over the 
weekend, Iran, which says it aims 
only to produce electricity, rejected 
European proposals for economic 
incentives in return for limiting its 
nuclear activities.

France, Germany, Britain and 
the United States are likely to push 
for Iran to be referred to the U.N. 
Security Council. But sanctions are 
far from a sure thing: Russia, which 
helped Iran build its first nuclear 
reactor, and China, which has been 
strengthening ties with Tehran, hold 
veto power in the council. 

Tehran suspended its nuclear 
activities in November to avoid 
sanctions and as a gesture in the 
negotiations with Europe. But it 
has expressed frustration with the 
talks and has been threatening for 
weeks to resume part of the pro- 
gram — work done at the Uranium 
Conversion Facility outside the city 
of Isfahan, ali akbar dareini (ap)

NEW YORK I Aformer United Nations 
procurement officer pleaded guilty 
Monday to soliciting a bribe under 
the oil-for-food program, making 
him the first U.N. official to face 
criminal charges in connection with 
the scandal-tainted operation. 

Alexander Yakovlev, a Russian, 
also pleaded guilty in federal court 
to charges of wire fraud and money 
laundering for accepting hundreds 


of thousands of dollars in bribes 
from U.N. contractors in his work 
outside oil-for-food. He could face 
up to 20 years in prison for each of 
the three counts. 

Yakovlev surrendered to FBI 
agents in Manhattan Monday, as 
U.N. -backed investigators released 
a report accusing him and Benon 
Sevan, the former chief of the $64 
billion program, of corruption. 


The probe, led by former U.S. 
Federal Reserve Chairman Paul 
Volcker, recommended that U.N. 
Secretary- General Kofi Annan lift 
their immunity if asked. 

One of the most damaging 
claims in Volcker’s latest report 
was that Sevan, who oversaw the 
program from its inception in 1996 
to its conclusion in 2003, took some 
$147,000 in kickbacks, (ap)

Prime Minister sets 
vote for Sept. 11 after 
defeat of postal reform 

TO K YO I Stung by defeat on a cher-

He said Liberal Democratic Party 
foes of postal reform wouldn’t get 
the party’s support in the ballot, 
which he vowed to make a refer- 
endum on the plan. 

Koizumi pledged to resign if the 
party fails to win a parliamentary 
majority with its coalition partner, 
the New Komeito Party. 

The poll plunges Japan into politi- 
cal uncertainty as it struggles to keep 
a fledgling economic recovery going, 
improve icy relations with China and 
negotiate nuclear talks with North 
Korea, mans greimel (ap) 


Saudi King Pardons Jailed Reformers

Iraqi Sandstorm Slows 
Work on Constitution 


Separately, Saddams 
family taps new lawyer 
ahead of his first trial 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Enveloping the 
capital in an eerie orange glow, 
a blinding sandstorm Monday 
reduced visibility in Baghdad to 
a few feet — slowing traffic to a 
crawl, canceling a key meeting on 
the Iraqi constitution and sending 
hundreds of people to the hospital 
with breathing problems. 

“Baghdad looks miserable today,” 
resident Ahmed Malik said. “Shops 
are closed as if there is no life in the 
city, as if a nuclear bomb attacked 
it. It’s completely abandoned.” 


The storm forced Iraq’s politi- 
cal leaders to postpone talks aimed 
at breaking an impasse over draft- 
ing the country’s new constitution 
by next Monday’s deadline. A sec- 
ond round of talks had been set for 
Monday evening but was delayed. 

Meanwhile, Saddam Hussein’s 
family said it has dissolved his 
Jordan-based legal team and 
appointed Iraqi lawyer Khalil al- 
Dulaimi as the “one and sole legal 
counsel.” The move was seen as 
reorganizing the defense ahead of 
Saddam’s trial. 

The first trial will involve 
Saddam’s alleged role in the 1982 
massacre of Shiite Muslims in Dujail 
north of Baghdad, tini tran (ap)

D.C. Cops to Help Amtrak 


Police in New York, 
other eities will aid 
effort to protect trains 

NEWYORKlIn the latest in a series 
of security measures taken since the 
London bombing cases, the District 
of Columbia’s Metropolitan Police 
Department has teamed with 
other East Coast forces to beef up 
protection of Amtrak trains trav- 
eling between Washington and 
New York. 

The increased security, which 
began Monday, also involves police 
officers from New Jersey, New York, 
Philadelphia, Maryland and other 
jurisdictions. 

The state and local officers will 
help Amtrak ’s own police force 


patrol train platforms and watch 
for suspicious activity and packages 
on trains and tracks along the entire 
route each day indefinitely. New 
York Police Department spokes- 
man Paul Browne said Monday. 

The police officials from the 
various departments and agen- 
cies gathered at NYPD headquar- 
ters last week to coordinate the 
effort, which will include the use 
of bomb -sniffing dogs and police 
helicopters. 

But police have no information 
about a specific threat to the heav- 
ily traveled rail line. 

Amtrak police, with about 350 
officers nationwide, has welcomed 
the assistance. 

“It’s really important that we 
have it,” said Amtrak spokesman 


Cliff Black. 

The NYPD first began doing 
sweeps of Amtrak trains leaving 
Penn Station bound for Washington 
on July 14 after suicide bombers 
struck in London. 

At times, officers have board- 
ed trains to ask riders to be vigi- 
lant about reporting any signs of 
trouble. 

In Washington, the Metro 
Transit Police Department has 
instructed employees to be vigilant 
along the rail corridors shared with 
Amtrak as well as Metro’s own tun- 
nels, Officer Linda Foxwell said. 

“We don’t have jurisdiction in 
the Amtrak stations,” Foxwell said. 
“But we certainly have done a lot to 
educate our riders about what they 
should look for, what they should

detain arrested

grants and turn 
them over to federal immigration 
authorities. 

In a news conference with Del.

Whirlpool Boosts 
Bid to Buy Maytag 


GRAND RAPIDS, MICH. | Forasecond 
time, Whirlpool Corp. has sweet- 
ened the pot in a bid to purchase 
rival Maytag Corp., submitting a 
$20 -per-share binding offer worth 
$1.62 billion plus assumed debt. 

The bid, a $2-per-share pre- 
mium to Whirlpool’s latest offer, 
was presented one day before its 
deadline to make a firm proposal. 
Both companies had agreed on the 
cutoff date. 

Whirlpool said it would pay 
half of the new purchase price in 


cash and half in stock. The com- 
pany would assume $977 million in 
debt as part of the deal, for a total 
transaction of $2.6 billion.

Leonsis Holds Fast on Low Spending 


CAPITALS I Washington Capitals 
owner Ted Leonsis is getting an 
inbox full of suggestions now that the 
NHL is back in business, and most 
of the fans are telling him they don’t 
like the team’s cautious approach to 
signing players under the league’s 
new free agency rules. 

“The majority of my e-mails 
are screaming for us to add older 
players,” Leonsis wrote Monday in 
his Owner’s Corner column on the 
Capitals’ Web site, “without regard 
for the eventual ramifications of a 
long-term deal.” 


The Capitals’ acquisitions in 
the past week have been modest. 
They got Chris

Zalesak. 

Leonsis, burned by previous 
signings like Jaromir Jagr, says the

Hard-Shell Sweets 



Five years after her 
debut, Shelby Lynne 
comes into her own 

SONGWRITERS I Shelby Lynne is one 
hard woman. 

She greets a visiting journalist 
without a smile. Within minutes, 
she accuses him of having already 
written his story based on precon- 
ceptions. She proudly recounts how 
often she’s told that it’s difficult to 
get close to her. 

It’s ironic, given that her latest 
work, “Suit Yourself,” is one of the 
most intimate CDs you’re likely to 
experience. It’s like sitting on a 
back porch with Lynne’s honeyed 
Alabama voice singing her unique 
mixture of soul, country and rock 
directly to you. 

Lynne’s disc actually was record- 
ed in two homes — hers and engi- 
neer Brian Harrison’s. Several of the 
vocals were first takes. The inclu- 
sion of some false starts and studio 
noise, including guitarist Tony Joe 
White urging another band member 
to “Come on, play” during a languid 
reading of “Rainy Night in Georgia,” 
adds to the relaxed feel. 

“It’s a close record, we were all 
very close doing it,” she said. 

It’s the third disc since the album 


“I Am Shelby Lynne,” a declaration 
of independence that won her a 
Grammy for best new artist. 

Much of that good will was 
squandered with a polished follow- 


up produced by Glen Ballard that 
both hid her strengths and failed to 
have the commercial impact Capitol 
Records clearly wanted. 

Lynne, 36, produced 2003’s 


“Identity Crisis” by herself 

The new disc illustrates her 
development as a songwriter. Her 
vivid images on “Sleep” make the 
most mundane act seem sensual. 
“Johnny Met June” was written 
on the day Johnny Cash died. She 
found the silver lining in a sad event, 
imagining Cash reunited in heaven 
with his wife. 

“I was truly glad that, in my view, 
they could be together again,” she 
said. “This world can use some more 
romance.” 

Songwriting wasn’t encouraged 
during the early part of her career. 
One of the first songs she wrote 
was the soulful “Leavin’” from “I 
Am Shelby Lynne.” 

“I played it for my Nashville 
people at the time,” she said. 
“They freaked out. They didn’t 
know what to do with it ... I didn’t 
get frustrated by it. I didn’t expect 
them to get it.” 

The inevitable calluses built up 
from dealing with the music busi- 
ness accounts for part of that tough 
shield around her. 

“You have to really have an idea 
of what you’re looking for. How are 
you going to have the idea to look 
for the kind of records I make when 
there’s nothing to compare it to?”

Betts played in bands with 
Oscar Peterson, Tommy Flanagan,

Guaraldi. 

After he made the Washington 
area his home in the mid-1950s, 
Betts teamed with Byrd, the lyri- 
cal guitarist who made his name 
with sensual, samba-inspired 
bossa nova. They made several 
State Department- sponsored trips 
abroad. During one trip to Brazil, 
Betts became enthralled with samba 
and, he said, spent months persuad- 
ing Byrd to play the music. 

Although Betts was on the mil- 
lion-selling “Jazz Samba” (1962) 
album, stars Byrd and saxophon- 
ist Stan Getz were credited with 


launching the bossa nova craze in 
the United States. 

William Thomas Betts was born 
in Port Chester, N.Y., July 22, 1928, 
and raised by his single mother. He 
got his nickname when a family 
friend said the baby was as cute 
as a mosquito. Mosquito became 
Skeeter, then Keter. 

He spent five years with Dinh 
Washington and cut several clas- 
sic records, including “Dinah Jams” 
(1954) and “Dinah!” (1956). adam

In Praise of ‘Ha o 2’ 


Steven Johnson sees 
the benefits in pop 
culture pastimes 

BOOKS I Couch potatoes and video 
game junkies, rejoice! You have a 
new messiah in Steven Johnson, 
author of “Everything Bad Is Good 
for You” (Riverhead Books). 

Subtitled “How Today’s Popular 
Culture Is Actually Making Us 
Smarter,” Johnson’s book defends 
popular media such as reality TV 
and Xbox games. 

He maintains that several forces 
are at work: underlying changes in 
technology that enable new kinds of 
entertainment, new forms of online 
communications that cultivate audi- 


ence commentary, changes in the 
economics of the culture industry 
that encourage repeat viewing and 
deep-seated appetites in the human 
brain that seek out reward and intel- 
lectual challenge. 

He compares video games to 
word problems, saying that “both 
. . . teach abstract skills in probabil- 
ity, in pattern recognition, in under- 
standing causal relationships that 
can be applied in countless situa- 
tions, both personal and profes- 
sional.” ” 

TV shows with multiple plot lines 
(for example, “24”) and those that 
require the viewer to supply infor- 
mation left out or made obscure 
(“Lost”) also garner Johnson’s 
praise for prodding the brain to

He has positive things to say 
about reality TV, too, noting that 
the genre explores social geogra- 
phy. “‘The Apprentice’ may not be 
the smartest show in the history of 
television,” he writes, “but it none- 
theless forces you to think while you 
watch it, to work through the social 
logic of the universe it creates on 
the screen.” 

Johnson devotes shorter chapters 
to the Internet and to films. Part 
two of the book, where he delves 
into IQ theory, reads like a disser- 
tation, and his point that the dumb- 
ing down of popular culture is a myth 
is drummed home repeatedly. 

But “Everything Bad is Good 
for You” is an engaging read and 
one that is sure to provoke lively 
debate among pop culture mavens.

WHAT IT IS: Storytelling is way more 
interesting when there’s music 
and dance involved. At least, the 
Polynesians thought so. Thus was 
born hula as a way of interpreting the 
tales of legends and spirits. Teacher 
Gina Hartman, a native of Oahu who 


relocated to Virginia, incorporates 
Hawaiian cultureand language as she 
shows her class how to sway to the 
beat. Sometimes she throws in chant- 
ing or musical instruments, too. 
MOVES: You’ve got to let go of those 
hips. Even simple stepping motions 


require accompanying gentlethrusts. 
So when you “hela,” you stick one 
foot straight out at a 45-degree angle 
and move yourtushie to the other 
side. To execute an “ami kuku,” you 
do a circular motion with your behind, 
then squat and use three butt circles 
to rise up. Hartman begins the class 
with simple stretching before lead- 
ing a series of basic steps. Then it’s 
timeto strutyour stuff to the music 
or “mele.” It’s all utterly relaxing and 
flowy; before long, as you’re gestur- 
ing about like palm trees in the breeze, 
you feel far away from Northwest 
Washington. 

LINGO: “Aloha” you probably know. 
But how about “pilikia”? Those are 
yourtroubles, and Hartman would like 
you to keep those outside of class. 
“Hapa Haole” are songs in English, 
although many of the songs you’ll 
hear are entirely in Hawaiian. 

GARB: Leave the grass skirt and 
coconut bra at home. You’ll be fine 
in comfy clothing and bare feet. For 
authenticity purposes, you could also 
don a “pa’u” skirt — made of fabric, 
not yourfront lawn. 

WORK OUT: It’s too hot outside to 
want to sweat right now, and Hartman 
obliges by constructing a not-too- 
rigorous hour.

Paving for College 

Hi Betsy: 

I don’t know what to do!! Everyone I went to 
high school with has already started college 
and will be starting their sophomore year. I 
basically took a year off and worked but didn’t 
save any money. Now I’m out of the job. I 
definitely have always planned on going to 
college. But how do I get there before I’m 30? 
(I’m 19 right now.) My biggest problem is I 
won’t go back to school until I can pay for it. I 


don’t want anyone else to pay for my tuition. So 
I’m not applying to any schools until I find a job. 
Is that what I should do? Also, I want to avoid 
loans and not get into debt. And once I get a 
job, what then? I don’t want it all to cost a 
fortune. Do you have any advice?

Hi Janice, 

There are several issues here; timing, money 
and reasonability. You say you want to get your 
degree within the next 10 years or so, which I 
think is smart - but you also want to pay for it 
without any student loans and by working. 
Depending on how much tuition costs at the 
school you choose, that may not be realistic. 
Think of it this way - a college degree will 
significantly increase your income earning 
potential, so starting school in the next year or 
so and having to take out a reasonable amount 
of student loans in order to do so would be 
considered a good investment. 

The first thing you should do is figure out where 
you want to go to college and what type of 
degree you want to earn. Once you’ve 
determined that, you’ll have a general idea of 
what it will cost you. From there, start looking 
at what scholarships and grants you may be 
eligible for; a good place to start is the free 
scholarship searches located at www.finaid.org 
and www.collegeboard.com. Next, talk to the 
financial aid office at your chosen schools 
about your goals and financial situation to 
determine the types and amounts of aid you 
may be eligible for. When considering student 
loans, keep in mind your earning potential for 
your chosen degree and limit yourself to an 
amount of debt that you would easily be able to 
pay on such an income. In other words, if your 
chosen career only has an earning potential of. 


say, $40,000, you definitely don’t want to take 
out $100,000 in loans!!! 

You also may want to consider community 
college for the first year or two. This way you 
can rather inexpensively explore some different 
subject areas before nailing down a specific 
degree and transferring to more expensive four- 
year college. 

I hope you found this helpful. 

Income limitation for Stafford? 

Dear Betsy: 

I am an independent student. My husband and I 
make around $120,000 a year together. Am I 
eligible for a Stafford Loan?

Dear Lisa: 

Basic Stafford Loan eligibility is not based on 
income or credit - they will not check your 
credit report, nor will they consider current 
income or previous debt when considering your 
eligibility. What may be impacted is whether you 
are awarded a subsidized or an unsubsidized 
Stafford loan. Subsidized Stafford loans do not 
accrue interest while you are in school and are 
based on the student’s need as calculated by 
the Free Application for Federal Student Aid. 
Unsubsidized Stafford loans are not affected by 
your income in any way, but you as the 
borrower are responsible for the interest from 
the time the loan is sent to the school.

Some Elvis fans irked 
by Graceland’s new 
mission: big profits 

The pilgrims will still weep at Elvis 
Presley’s grave, and the souvenir 
shops will still swarm with cred- 
it-card waving fans, an occasional 
black pompadour hardly drawing 
a glance. 

But change is in the air: 
Strangers are in Graceland. 

Lisa Marie Presley has sold the 
business side of her father’s estate 
and turned over his famous, white - 
columned house to CKX Inc., an 
entertainment company that also 
owns the “American Idol” TV 
show. 

Now, some fans who flock to 
Memphis each year to commemo- 
rate Presley’s death on Aug. 16, 1977, 
are worried their annual homecom- 
ing won’t be quite so homey. 

“They call themselves a compa- 
ny now,” said Jean Donovan, a fan 
from Derry, N.H. 

Of course, Elvis Presley 
Enterprises was already a com- 
pany. Forbes listed Presley as the 
world’s top earning dead enter- 
tainer last year. 


Graceland managers say the 
Elvis business, which brings in 
$40 million a year, is poised to 
grow even more. CKX says it’s look- 
ing into “Elvis -related attractions” 
in places like Las Vegas, Asia, the 
Middle East and Europe. No details 
have been announced. 

“Elvis sells all over the world, 
and that’s where the real oppor- 
tunity for growth lies for us, to 
take more of Elvis and Graceland 
out to the world,” said Jack Soden, 
chief executive of Elvis Presley 
Enterprises, now a subsidiary of 
New York-based CKX. 


opening in 1982, and he’s staying 
on the job. But the Elvis faithful are 
ever-watchful for hints of change at 
Graceland, where Presley is buried 
in a small garden. 

“I know a lot of the older fans are 
in an uproar,” said Kathie Bryson, a 
fan from St. Louis. “But then, any- 
thing that changes down there puts 
them in an uproar.” 


Bishop Cheen, an entertainment 
analyst for Wachovia Securities, said 
CKX founder Robert F.X. Sillerman 
will likely focus on his control of 
the rights to Presley’s name and 
leave the day-to-day operations of 
Graceland alone. 

“He’s not known for sacking and 
burning and pillaging,” Cheen said. 
For the fans, there’s little concern 


that Elvis’ light will dim. 

They worry instead about 
access to Graceland and whether 
an expanding marketplace will 
show Presley the reverence they 
believe he deserves. 

“We’re all just waiting to see what 
changes, if any, will be made,” said 
Jeanne Kalweit of The Elvis Presley 
TCB Fan Club of Chicago.

Buying a yacht is 
one thing, paying for 
its upkeep is another 

Yachting, the old saying goes, is 
like standing in a cold sho\ver, 
fully clothed, while pushing hun- 
dred- dollar bills down the drain 
with one’s toes. 

And gigayachting? As a rule of 
thumb, says Power & Motoryacht 
magazine, yacht owners — and by 
extension, gigayacht buyers — ought 
to expect to shell out at least 10 per- 
cent of the vessel’s purchase price 
in routine maintenance. 

That doesn’t include fuel, of 
course. 

A boat the size of Paul Allen’s 
414 -foot Octopus most likely con- 
sumes about $300,000 of diesel 
every summer. Make three trips 
a year, expect to be $1 million 
lighter. 

Routine maintenance means 
staying on top of things like bar- 
nacles. To rid a hull of these crea- 
tures — what’s called a “bottom 


job” — is not easy, and therefore, 
not cheap. 

Often, it’s done by divers who 
scrape barnacles while the boat is 
still in the water. That’s because it 
takes time and money — big money 
— to dry dock a boat nearly as long 
as two football fields. 

Gigayachts can, and do, scratch 
and suffer corrosion from salt water, 
just like any old canoe, which means 
a top-to-bottom paint job for a 400 - 


foot yacht is an annual ritual. 

Cost? About $5 million, give or 
take a half million. 

And just because a super, mega 
or giga is a seagoing vessel does not 
necessarily mean it can handle 
rough seas, especially when trav- 
eling from continent to continent 
in the winter months. 

To keep a yacht’s hull pristine, 
owners routinely hire companies 
to ship — well, their ships. One

company in South Florida that 
does this is the Dutch company 
Dockwise. To ship a 200-foot 
yacht from Mallorca, Spain, to 
Fort Lauderdale, Dockwise charges 
$265,000 or thereabouts, said Jeff 
Last, a sales manager. Two things 
to remember about parking one’s 
gigayacht. 

One: In the South Florida area, 
dock fees start at no less than 
$1,000 a day. 

Two: Good luck finding a suit- 
able dock. 

It never has been easy to find a 
slip that will accommodate a yacht 
longer than 200 feet (60 meters) 

— which, perhaps, is the reason 
many gigayachts keep helicopters 
and tenders at the ready. 

But now that there are more 
gigayachts on the seas, dock space 
has really become a hot commodity 

— so much so, in fact, that investors 
are snapping up waterfront prop- 
erty in Fort Lauderdale not to build 
homes or condos, but for gigayacht 
dock space. 

“As the boats get bigger, land gets 
more expensive,” said Kelly Drum, 
a real- estate agent and yacht bro- 
ker. “Does that make any sense?”

MICHAEL CLEMENTE, an ABC News executive, was online Monday to discuss the 
career of Peter Jennings, who died Sunday night | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


My most vivid memories of Peter 
Jennings involve times of nation- 
al crisis, especially 9/11. How do you 
think he managed to stay so level- 
headed when the news events could 
be so tragic and unpredictable? 

I think he learned a great deal 
of that from his father who was 
a very distinguished broadcaster 
in Canada. ... His father taught 
him how to collect and divide and 
subdivide information so that he 
could broadcast for hours at a time, 
even when he had very little infor- 
mation. 

How competitive was Jennings? Did 
he constantly have in mind the com- 
petition, i.e., Brokaw and Rather? 

He was very competitive and, yes, 
he had them constantly in mind, 
but he was more competitive with 
himself than anyone else. 

What was it like working with 
Jennings? 

He was always fun to be with and 
interested in everything, I mean, 
everything, around him. And he 
was also very demanding on him- 
self and on those of us who worked 
with him. 

Who were Jennings’ role models 
when he was coming up? 

His father, Charles Jennings, Walter 
Cronkite and David Brinkley. 


I understand that he never gradu- 
ated high school. If that is the case, 
was he comfortable with his level of 
education? 

He was not comfortable with his 
level of traditional education but 
he was quite comfortable with what 
he learned circling the globe many, 
many times. 

Did you ever try to get him to quit 
smoking? 

Yes. I helped convince him to go to 
a hypnotist in the mid-1980s so he 
could quit and he did, until 9/11 hap- 
pened and he drifted back into it. 

Do you consider this the end of an 
era in network news or will just 
another generation come along? 

It is the end of an era in that there 
will never be three broadcasters on 
the three major networks who have 
been able to air collectively to such 
a wide audience. ... But in terms of 
getting news and information, 
there’s never been more available 
than there is now. Perhaps it’s the 
beginning of a new era.
